The grandmother who heard e story as a little giri 
from her grandmother will relish telling it to her grandchildren. A 
traveller from a distant land. who happens lo hear a story during 
his journey, will Ister tell it to his own people, modifying it or 
adding to it little details to suit the change of place and context. 
This is how stories travel from one part of the world to another 
and why same stories of Aesop and Vishnu Sharma who wrote 
the Panchatantra, heve much in common.
